SCHOOL  REPORT. 


In  the  following  report  we  endeavor  to  present  a  simple 
statement  of  the  condition  of  our  schools  and  the  work 
done  in  them  during  the  year.  We  have  made  criticisms 
and  suggestions  only  in  matters  which  seemed  vital. 
While  there  are  many  points  in  which  improvement  is  de- 
sirable, the  past  year  has  been  one  of  general  prosperity 
and  harmony.  Our  teachers  have  been  devoted  to  their 
work,  and  if  they  have  failed  to  reach  the  best  results  it 
has  not  been  for  lack  of  effort  or  intention.  The  import- 
ance of  giving  teacliers  a  hearty  sympathy  and  support  can 
hardly  be  overestimated,  and  should  not  be  forgotten  by 
parents.  ,  We  trust  that  prudential  committees  will  take 
still  greater  pains  to  hire  the  best  teachers  obtainable, 
remembering  that  the  teacher  should  be  adapted  to  her 
school,  as  one  who  succeeds  well  in  some  places  may  fail 
in  others  under  different  conditions.  We  are  aware  that 
it  is  difficult  to  hire  a  desirable  person  when  the  wages  paid 
must  be  small,  but  we  would  urge  the  importance  of  secur- 
ing the  best  within  reach,  even  if  the  school  be  somewhat 
shortened. 

Under  our  present  system  it  is  impossible  to  give  chil- 
dren in  the  weaker  districts  a  proper  amount  of  schooling, 
and  there  is  danger  that  the  education  of  many  will  not  be 
such  as  to  fit  them  for  useful  citizens.  Really  first-class 
teachers  are  beyond  the  reach  of  many  of  our  districts,  and 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  cheaper  grade  is  employed, 
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the  cost  per  scholar  is,  in  many  cases,  out  of  all  proportion 
to  the  advantages  enjoyed. 

Curiosity  has  led  us  to  make  some  comparisons  as  to  the 
cost  of  schools  ill  different  parts  of  the  town,  a  few  of  which 
are  given  below  :  — 

In  District  No.  8  the  cost  of  teachers'  wages  per  week 
for  each  scholar  was  thirty-four  cents,  with  thirty-one  weeks 
of  school  in  each  grade. 

No.  14  had  ten  weeks  of  school,  costing  for  wages  $1.75 
per  week  for  each  scholar. 

No.  7  had  fifteen  weeks,  costing  for  wages  $1.56  per 
week  each  ;  and  No  3  had  nearly  twelve  weeks,  at  a  cost  of 
ninety-three  cents  each  per  week  for  teachers'  wages.  Oth- 
ers are  nearly  as  bad. 

We  commend  the  above  figures  to  all  interested,  as  they 
plainly  show  that  where  money  and  scholars  are  concen- 
trated, forming  good-sized  schools  with  a  strong  financial 
backing,  it  is  possible  to  obtain  twice  or  three  times  the 
amount  of  school  now  enjoyed  in  our  weaker  districts  for 
much  less  than  the  present  cost  per  scholar,  while  at  the 
same  time  a  higher  grade  of  instruction  could  be  obtained, 
wliich,  in  some  cases,  would  be  as  great  an  advantage  as 
the  increased  length  of  term. 

We  find  that  many  are  seriously  considering  the  problem 
presented  by  our  small,  short,  and  costly  schools,  and  we 
commend  the  matter  to  the  consideration  of  all  good  citi- 
zens as  one  that  vitally  affects  our  welfare.  While  no  ill- 
considered  action  should  be  taken,  there  is  no  question  but 
tliat  a  judicious  union  of  our  schools,  under  the  town  sys- 
tem or  in  some  other  way,  might  be  made  with  great  ad- 
vantage, and  if  united  action  could  be  taken  no  serious 
difficulty  need  arise. 

During  the  year  Swinton's  Language  Series  has  been 
introduc  d  in  the  schools,  displacing  a  variety  of  books, 
many  of  them  antiquated  and  entirely  unsuitable  for  their 
purpose. 
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A  new  series  of  writing-books  has  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  our  dealer,  and  it  is  believed  that  their  general 
adoption  will  be  advantageous. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  teachers  to  the  act  of  the 
last  legislature  providing  that  physiology  and  hygiene,  with 
special  reference  to  the  effects  of  narcotics  and  alcoholic 
stimulants  on  the  human  system,  be  placed  in  all  schools 
sufficiently  advanced,  and  that  teachers  be  examined  in  the 
same. 

We  wish  to  tenders  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  citizens, 
teachers,  and  scholars  of  the  town,  for  their  kindness  and 
co-operation. 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

This  has  been,  as  usual,  under  the  care  of  the  Amherst 
Board  of  Education,  and  its  interests  have  doubtless  been 
well  guarded. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

Ralph  Holbrook,  Prudential  Committee. 

A  very  interesting  school,  evidently  in  full  sympathy  with 
their  teacher,  who  has  been  employed  for  two  successive 
years,  and  combines  high  qualifications  with  an  entire 
devotion  to  her  work.  First-class  methods  were  employed. 
The  result  of  all  these  favorable  conditions  was  steady 
progress  through  the  year,  with  no  waste  of  time  at  the 
commencement  of  a  term,  as  must  be  the  case  where  a  new 
teacher  is  employed.  A  successful  teacher  employed  for 
the  second  year  in  a  school  can  do  more  than  it  is  possible 
for  a  new  teacher  to  accomplish. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

J.  Q.  A.  Caldwell,  Prudential  Committee. 

A  small  school  with  two  very  short  terms.  The  teacher 
worked  faithfully,  and  roused  a  good  degree  of  interest  in 
her  scholars.  Good  progress  was  made  in  all  branches.  A 
prize  offered  by  the  teacher  for  improvement  in  writing 
resulted  in  some  excellent  work.  Some  of  the  scholars 
possess  a  marked  talent  for  music,  as  was  shown  by  the 
singing  heard  at  examination.  A  longer  school  is  much 
needed. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 
Hon.  G.  a.  Wason,  Prudential  Committee. 

The  teacher  of  the  first  term  brought  to  her  work  modern 
methods,  together  with  an  untiring  energy  and  zeal.  The 
work  of  the  term  was  satisfactory,  we  think,  to  all  concerned. 

The  teacher  of  the  second  and  third  terms  lacked  the 
experience  that  is  so  helpful,  but  possessed  high  educational 
qualifications  and  an  earnest  desire  for  thorough  work. 
Under  his  leadership  the  scholars  made  good  advancement, 
the  progress  in  some  classes  being  marked.  Compositions 
read  here  showed  a  talent  which  should  be  further  cultivated. 
This  school  is  varied  in  character,  and  furnishes  an  inter-, 
esting  field  for  the  teaclier. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 

George  B.  Fuller,  Prudential  Committee. 

This  is  the  most  promising  school  of  young  scholars  in 
town,  and  naturally  calls  out  a  teacher's  best  work.  The 
teacher,  though  young,  seemed  to  possess,  in  a  marked  de- 
gree, the  faculty  of  leading  and  teaching  children.  Her 
methods  of  work  were  noticeably  good,  and  roused  the 
hearty  interest  of  the  scholars.    Rhetoricals,  writing,  and 
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tind  written  spellings  were  excellent,  as  were  most  of  the 
branches  studied. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 
Benjamin  Colby,  Prudential  Committee. 

The  teacher  of  the  first  term  began  her  work  with  no 
experience,  had  a  short  term  and  a  small  school ;  but  not- 
withstanding her  unfavorable  surroundings,  the  scholars 
seemed  interested  and  made  considerable  progress. 

During  the  second  term  a  number  of  scholars  came  in, 
greatly  increasing  the  interest  of  the  school.  The  teacher 
went  to  work  with  a  will,  using  methods  well  calculated  to 
inspire  her  pupils  with  a  desire  for  knowledge.  We  were 
glad  to  see  the  school  well  trained  in  gymnastics.  Some 
excellent  essays,  showing  quite  a  knowledge  of  history, 
were  read,  and  nearly  the  whole  school  joined  in  singing 
at  examination.  The  various  classes  appeared  well,  and 
we  think  it  a  profitable  term. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

HiuAM  Wilson,  Pnidential  Committee. 

We  seldom  see  better  results  in  so  small  a  school,  — 
thorough  work,  excellent  progress,  and  good  discipline. 
The  term  is  one  that  reflects  credit  alike  on  teacher  and 
scholars. 

DISTRICT  NO,  8. 

Albert  GrOODWiN,  Prudential  Committee. 

In  the  primary  department  the  teacher  for  the  year  was 
well  known,  beginning  her  work  with  the  love  and  good 
will  of  the  scholars.  Her  watchful  care  over  those  under 
her  charge  was  noticeable,  while,  by  a  great  variety  of 
pleasing  methods,  the  little  ones  were  led  rapidly  along  the 
path  of  knowledge.    The  interest  of  the  children  was  most 
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marked,  and  excellent  results  were   achieved  in  every 
direction. 

The  teacher  of  the  upper  grade  came  to  us  as  a  stranger, 
but  quickly  won  the  confidence  of  both  parents  and  pupils, 
who  co-operated  heartily  with  her.  In  teaching,  her  work 
was  not  confined  to  tiie  text-book  simply,  but  included  the 
entire  mental  and  moral  welfare  of  her  scholars.  The  de- 
velopment of  every  principle  was  clear  and  logical.  Draw- 
ing information  from  a  great  variety  of  sources,  she  held 
the  interest  of  her  pupils  unabated.  The  good  discipline  of 
the  school  was  a  matter  of  common  notice. 

We  can  hardly  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  done  by 
both  these  teachers  Great  pains  should  be  taken  in  ob- 
taining suitable  teachers  next  year,  and  in  giving  them  a 
hearty  support,  that  this  school,  so  important  to  the  welfare 
of  our  town,  may  reach  the  maximum  of  usefulness. 

If  the  small  schools  of  our  town  could  be  merged  into 
a  number  of  larger  ones,  with  teachers  like  these  at  their 
head,  the  results  would  soon  convince  the  most  skeptical 
that  the  present  system  of  schools  is  inadequate  to  our 
needs. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9. 
Jambs  Warren,  Prudential  Committee. 

This  school  is  one  of  much  interest,  but  the  teacher's 
work  is  greatly  impeded  by  the  number  and  varying  ages  of 
the  scholars,  together  with  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
school-room.  The  teacher  of  the  first  term  is  known  to  us 
as  one  of  experience  and  ability.  Her  work  was  thorough, 
and  the  results  good. 

Her  efforts  were  ably  supplemented  by  the  teacher  of 
the  second  term.  Having  some  methods  differing  from 
those  in  common  use,  her  work  was  highly  successful,  com- 
position and  letter  writing  being  worthy  of  special  notice. 

No  similar  district  in  town  has  so  much  musical  talent 
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as  this.  If  possible,  the  seating  capacity  of  the  school- 
room should  be  enlarged. 

DISTRICT  No.  10. 

George  Robbins,  Prudential  Committee. 

As  usual,  the  fall  term  was  supported  by  New  Boston, 
the  other  two  terms  being  under  the  care  of  the  Goffstown 
superintending  school  committee. 

We  found  here  a  bright,  interesting  school  led  by  a  teacher 
of  peculiar  fitness  for  tlie  work.  Recitations  were  prompt, 
order  good,  and  the  term  in  every  way  profitable. 

DISTRICT  No.  11. 
Cearles  F.  Dodge,  Prudential  Committee. 

During  the  first  two  terms  teachor  and  scholars  worked 
together  harmoniously  and  efficiently.  The  classes  all 
appeared  well,  an  advanced  classed  in  arithmetic  doing 
some  excellent  work  in  the  fall  term.  The  well  known 
reputation  of  the  teacher  suffered  nothing  here. 

The  teacher  of  the  third  term  did  not  receive  a  hearty 
support  from  the  parents  of  the  district,  and  worked  at  a 
great  disadvantage  for  that  reason.  A  part  of  the  scholars 
were  absent  at  the  close  of  school,  but  the. remainder  passed 
a  most  excellent  examination.  Answers  were  promptly 
and  clearly  given,  principles  seemed  well  understood,  and 
rapid  progress  was  made.  Better  examinations  in  schools 
of  this  kind  are  rare. 

We  believe  it  a  grave  mistake  for  parents  to  withhold 
support  from  a  teacher  under  any  but  the  most  extreme 
circumstances,  as  it  tends  only  to  demoralize  children  and  lay 
the  foundation  for  future  trouble.  Difficulties  arising  be- 
tween teacher  and  parent  should,  and  in  most  cases  may 
be,  settled  in  a  spirit  of  kindness  and  self-respect. 
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DISTRICT  No.  12. 

Moses  A.  Dane,  Prudential  Committee. 

As  Francestown  had  no  scholars  to  send,  this  school  has 
been  under  our  care  during  the  year.  The  teacher,  though 
young,  seemed  well  fitted  for  her  work,  and  we  believe  can 
rank  high  in  this  field  of  labor.  The  school  was  small,  but 
at  examination  showed  a  good  degree  of  progress  and 
interest. 

The  school  for  the  second  term  was  larger  and  therefore 
more  interesting.  The  teacher  is  Avell  known  to  us,  both 
for  ability  and  experience.  At  t;lic  close  we  found  the 
scholars  well  trained  and  proficient  in  their  studies. 

The  superintending  school  committee  of  Francestown 
was  present  at  examination,  and  gave  his  hearty  indorse- 
ment to  the  work  of  the  term. 

DISTRICT  No.  13. 
William  E.  Andrews,  Prudential  Committee. 

This  school  has  the  most  advanced  scholars  of  any  one 
in  town,  and  ranks  high  in  point  of  ability.  The  teacher 
of  the  first  term  needs  no  commendation  from  us,  as  her 
past  success  is  well  known  to  all.  Understanding  the 
branches  taught,  her  instruction  was  clear  and  logical  with 
no  attempt  at  display.  Her  scholars  took  an  earnest  inter- 
est in  their  studies,  and  did  most  excellent  work. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  the  winter  term  has  not  closed, 
but  personal  observation  and  frequent  reports  leave  us  in 
no  doubt  as  to  the  results.  If  it  be  true  that  teachers  are 
born,  not  made,  we  should  certainly  apply  that  statement 
to  the  teacher  of  this  term.  Rarely  do  we  see  so  high  edu- 
cational attainments  and  social  qualities  joined  with  that 
peculiar  power  of  leading  others  and  imparting  knowledge 
to  them. 

Aside  from  the  work  of  the  text-book,  the  influence  of 
such  a  teacher  over  scholars  like  these  can  hardly  be  over 
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estimated.  The  school  is  somewhat  larger  than  in  the 
summer  term,  and  contains  a  number  of  scholars  who  are 
studying  parallel  to  classes  in  Francestown  academy. 

It  is  a  school  of  marked  interest,  and  we  feel  sure  that 
most  excellent  results  are  being  attained  there. 

DISTRICT  No.  14. 
P.  P.  Bailey,  Prudential  Committee. 

Though  having  few  scholars  and  but  one  term,  the  school 
was  fortunate  in  possessing  a  teacher  whose  experience, 
thorough  qualification,  and  firmness  of  discipline,  all  con- 
tributed to  make  the  work  of  the  term  successful. 

Superior  instruction  was  given  in  writing,  causing  a 
great  improvement  in  that  branch. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15. 
Daniel  G.  Smith,  Prudential  Committee. 

The  first  two  terms  were  taught  by  the  same  teacher. 
The  summer  term  was  one  of  quiet  work  and  progress.  In 
the  fall  a  number  of  larger  scholars  entered,  and  the  work 
of  the  teacher  was  greatly  increased.  At  examination  we 
found,  on  the  whole,  good  progress  in  the  branches  taught. 
The  school  was  finely  trained  in  gymnastics,  a  feature 
which  we  wish  to  highly  commend  and  would  gladly  see 
universal.  There  was  also  some  very  good  singing.  For 
one  so  young,  the  teacher  has  unusually  good  methods,  and 
displays  considerable  ability. 

Had  the  larger  scholars  been  as  ready  to  learn  as  their 
teacher  was  to  help  them,  they  might  have  made  a  greater 
gain. 

The  teacher  of  the  winter  term  labored  most  devotedly 
for  her  school,  and  in  many  points  succeeded  well,  but  some 
of  her  scholars  did  not  respond  as  heartily  to  her  efforts  as 
they  ought.  At  examination  the  classes  plainly  showed 
that  they  had  been  drilled  with  much  care  and  patience.

Some  of  them  bad  made  very  good  progress  indeed.  We 
regarded  this  winter  term  as  one  of  the  hardest  places  in 
town  for  a  teacher. 

If  the  make  up  of  the  school  is  not  materially  changed 
before  another  winter,  a  teacher  of  experience,  and,  if  need 
be,  a  male  teacher,  should  be  employed  if  the  term  were 
only  half  as  long. 

DISTRICT  NO.  16. 

Fred  Shearer,  Prudential  Committee. 

The  teacher  of  the  first  two  terms  showed  a  great  deal 
of  tact  for  the  management  of  the  little  ones,  and  the  school 
made  good  progress.  We  think  that  some  of  the  younger 
scholars  surpassed  any  in  towii  in  their  knowledge  of  geog- 
raphy as  gained  from  outline  maps,  and  also  in  history.  A 
more  advanced  class  in  history  did  excellent  work,  writing 
some  fine  historical  compositions.  In  the  fall  an  algebra 
class  showed  great  proficiency. 

We  regret  to  say  that  the  notice  of  the  winter  examina- 
tion failed  to  reach  us  till  it  was  over,  so  we  are  unable  to 
report  in  detail.  The  teacher  possessed  more  than  ordi- 
nary educational  qualifications,  while  her  manner  and 
methods  in  the  school-room  at  the  beginning  of  the  term 
seemed  to  justify  high  expectations.  We  have  heard  no 
unfavorable  reports,  and  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  it 
was  a  profitable  term. 

The  teacher  remarks  that  a  more  regular  attendance  is 
greatly  to  be  desired.

FOE  THE  YEAR  ENDING   FEBRUARY  28,  1884. 


As  we  submit  to  you  the  detailed  report  of  the  superin- 
tendent, it  is  well  for  us  to  pause,  amid  the  turmoil  and 
strife  of  an  active  life,  and  call  to  mind  anew  our  comrades 
and  friends  who  have  fallen  from  our  ranks  during  the 
year  ;  to  realize  that  their  love,  sympathy,  courage  and  help 
have  gone  from  us,  and  that  — 

"Yet  a  little  while,  and  thee, 
The  all-beholdin»x  sud  shall  see  no  more 
In  all  his  course." 

It  brings  to  us  anew  lessons  of  charity  for  each  other, 

while  we  are  striving  together  to  attain  our  several  aims  in 

life,  and  lifts  us  to  a  plane  of  thought  that  leads  us  to  take 

hold  of  a  higher  power  than  earth  affords,  and  so  inspires  us 

to  better,  truer  action,  that  ''when  our  dread  summons" 

comes,  to  join  that  company  so  much  larger  than  those  we 

now  associate  with,  we  shall  leave  — 

"  Footprints  that  perhaps  anc  ther, 

Traveling  o'er  life's  solemn  main,  - 
Some  forlorn  and  shipwrecked  brother, 
iSeeing,  may  take  hope  again." 

We  can  report  to  you  the  constant  growing  interest  in 
the  improvement  of  the  cemetery.  Strangers  visiting  it 
speak  in  high  terms  of  the  neatness  and  beauty  of  some 
parts  of  it,  and  in  the  warm  season  of  the  year  the  number 
of  visitors  is  large,  especially  of  those  who  have  been  absent 
from  the  town  for  a  term  of  years ;  it  brings  to  them  great 
delight  that  the  resting  place  of  their  friends  and  acquain- 
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tances  has  not  been  neglected.  We  are  not  satisfied  with 
the  amount  of  improvements ;  still,  all  such  work  moves 
slowly,  and,  considering  all  that  has  been  done  by  the  town 
and  private  individuals,  it  is  a  great  work,  and  perhaps  we 
should  be  satisfied.  During  the  year,  one  new  fountain  has 
been  placed,  an  iron  fence  has  been  put  up  on  the  roadside 
opposite  the  old  Dr.  Whipple  house,  and  the  ground  around 
the  main  fountain  has  been  improved.  Each  year  adds  to 
the  excellence  of  the  marble  work  ;  and  parties  intending 
to  put  in  new  marble  or  stone  work  would  do  well  to  visit 
the  cemetery  first  and  see  for  themselves  the  difference  of 
such  work  as  pat  in  by  various  contractors,  for  there  is  a 
marked  choice  in  the  excellence. 

You  have  been  so  liberal  that  we  feel  delicate  to  propose 
too  much  of  what  we  would  desire,  but  you  must  know 
that  we  appreciate  the  hearty  co-operation  we  have  re- 
ceived at  your  hands.  We  hope  that  no  movement  for  a 
new  hearse-house  will  be  made  until  we  can  have  one  that 
will  be  tasty  and  ornamental  as  well  as  useful  and  con- 
venient, —  one  that  will  be  sufficiently  roomy  to  store  the 
carriage-hearse,  also  the  traverse-runner,  if  you  should  de- 
cide to  procure  such  for  winter  uge,  also  the  harness  and 
tools  ;  and,  withal,  a  passageway  through  into  the  cemetery 
of  sufficient  capacity  that  a  procession  that  finds  itself  there 
in  a  rain  or  snow  storm  can  find  shelter  from  the  elements. 
Other  improvements  are  needed,  and  if  parties  whose  lots 
join  on  to  such  improvements  will  not  bear  the  expense,  we 
believe  that  you,  as  a  town,  will,  in  time,  demand  that  they 
should  be  made,  bearing  cheerfully  the  additional  expense 
that  the  trustees  feel  cannot  come  from  the  fund  of  the 
cemetery.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  past  year  lias  probably  been  one  of  average  pros- 
perity and  progress,  considering  the  length  of  our  schools  ; 
but  our  terms  have  been  universally  short,  because  of  a 
lack  of  funds. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  our  schools,  for  truth  compels  us  to  say- 
that  they  are  not  properly  educating  our  children. 

Among  the  districts  lying  wholly  in  this  town,  only 
three  had  over  twenty  weeks  of  school  during  the  past 
year,  while  one  had  only  nine  weeks ;  another,  but  twelve, 
and  a  third  only  thirteen  and  two-tenths  weeks  of  school 
for  the  whole  year. 

At  least  ninety  per  cent  of  our  scholars  never  attend 
school  outside  their  own  districts,  and  a  part  of  the  older 
ones  only  attend  one  term  a  year  ;  so  it  is  plain  that  the 
time  our  children  spend  in  school  before  the  age  of  fifteen 
is  brief 

Two-thirds  of  our  teachers  work  for  an  average  of  less 
than  three  dollars  per  week  and  board,  and  it  is  not 
practicable  to  increase  this  much  under  present  circum- 
stances. While  working  for  the  pay  received  by  a  good 
house-work  girl,  whose  education  costs  her  nothing,  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  our  young  teachers  will  acquire  that 
thoroughness  and  breadth  of  knowledge  which  is  abso- 
lutely essential  to  the  best  work  in  the  school-room.  We 
cannot  expect  first-class  teachers  without  propor- 
tionate pay. 

It  is  out  of  the  question  to  properly  support  our  schools 
while  they  have  so  few  scholars,  and  so  little  money  be- 
hind them  as  at  present,  and  there  seems  to  be  but  one 
way  to  remedy  the  state  of  things. 

Less  than  two-thirds  the  present  number  of  schools 
would  be  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  town,  and  could  be 
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supported  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  our  scholars  an  edu- 
cation very  much  better  adapted  to  the  demands  of  after 
life.  The  conditions  existing  when  the  present  school 
system  was  adopted  are  entirely  changed.  Our  pop- 
ulation has  decreased,  our  property  depreciated, 
and  we  need  to  recognize  these  facts,  and  reorganize  the 
schools  on  some  plan  fitted  for  the  present  state  of  things. 
Such  a  reorganization,  properly  made,  would  result 
not  only  in  a  better  education,  but  in  increasing  the  value 
of  our  property  and  the  prosperity  of  our  town. 

'No  change  has  been  made  in  text-books  during  the 
year,  except  the  introduction  of  a  physiology,  as  required 
by  a  recent  act  of  the  legislature. 

We  desire  to  thank  the  people  of  the  town,  as  well  as 
the  teachers  and  scholars  of  our  schools,  for  the  kindness 
shown  us  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties. 

We  append  a  report  by  districts,  as  usual,  and  would 
ask  special  attention  to  the  number  of  scholars,  amount 
of  money,  and  length  of  school  in  each  district,  believing 
that  therein  will  be  found  ample  reason  for  the  criticisms 
just  made.  The  amount  of  money  given  includes  all  that 
each  district  receives,  both  school  tax  and  literary  fund. 

DISTRICT  -NO.  1. 

As  usual,  this  school  has  been  under  the  care  of  the 
Amherst  Board  of  Education.  In  response  to  a  letter  of 
inquiry,  we  learn  that  the  number  of  scholars  from  this 
town  has  averaged  about  three  and  one-half.  There 
were  three  terms  of  school  with  a  total  length  of  thirty 
weeks,  each  term  being  visited  at  least  twice  by  one  or 
more  members  of  the  board  of  education.  They  report 
a  successful  school  under  good  teachers.  -  Amount  of 
money  paid  from  this  town,  $30.73. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

Prudential  committee,  Ira  Christie.  Amount  of  mon- 
ey, $76.93.  Summer  term,  10  weeks,  8  scholars;  winter 
term,  8  weeks,  6  scholars. 

The  teacher  of  the  summer  term,  who  has  been  here 
about  three  years,  did  work  of  the  best  sort.    We  were 
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sorry  to  have  her  leave  the  place,  but  found  that  her  suc- 
cessor of  the  mnter  term  held  the  school  well  up  to  its 
previous  high  standard.  This  is  a  very  pleasant  school 
somewhat  advanced,  and  has  been  much  benefited  by, 
the  steady  work  of  one  teacher  for  so  long  a  time. 

DISTEICT  NO.  3. 

Prudential  committee,  Silas  H.  Hadlock.  Amount  of 
money,  $44.08.    Summer  term,  9  weeks,  5  scholars. 

We  found  here  a  teacher  of  excellent  educational  quali- 
fications, and  an  earnestness  that  seemed  to  enter  into 
every  effort.  Improvement  was  good,  particularly  in 
reading.  Singing,  at  examination,  showed  voices  among 
the  scholars  which  ought  to  be  cultivated. 

DISTRICT  isrO.  4. 

Prudential  committee,  Henry  Kelso.  Amount  of  money  , 
$101.04.  Summer  term,  8  weeks,  8  scholars ;  winter 
term,  12  weeks,  7  scholars. 

This  was  a  young  teacher's  first  attem^pt.  Considering 
this  fact,  the  summer  school  made,  on  the  whole,  good 
improvement.  A  class  in  physiology  showed  more 
knowledge  of  the  subject  than  any  similar  class  in  town. 

The  winter  examination  revealed  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  methods  of  work,  which,  if  continued,  would 
point  to  a  future  of  usefulness  for  this  teacher. 

DISTRICT  ]srO.  5. 

Prudential  committee,  Geo.  A.  Prince.  Amount  of 
money,  $66.37.  Summer  term,  8  weeks,  15  scholars ; 
winter  term,  10  weeks,  16  scholars. 

The  entire  year  was  marked  by  good  progress  in  this 
school,  which  contains  a  great  deal  of  ability.  The 
teacher  of  the  first  term  is  well  known  to  us,  and  deserv- 
edly ranks  high,  while  her  successor  possessed  a  happy 
combination  of  those  qualities  requisite  for  success.  She 
received  a  handsome  present  from  her  scholars  at  exam- 
ination. Some  fine  rhetoricals  were  heard  here,  and  the 
roll  of  honor  is  one  of  our  best. 
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DISTEICT  JS^O.  6. 

Prudential  committee,  i^athan  Gage.  Amount  ot 
TQoney,  §64.03.  Summer  term,  7  weeks,  11  scholars ; 
winter  term,  8  weeks,  16  scholars. 

During  the  first  term  the  school  was  composed  of  small 
scholars,  who  were  taught  ^\'ith  motherly  care  by  an  expe- 
rienced teacher. 

The  school  for  the  second  term  was  larger  and  made 
up  of  older  scholars,  a  number  coming  from  outside  this 
town.  Under  an  earnest  teacher  good  progress  was  made, 
and,  as  the  term  was  extended  two  weeks  by  private  sub- 
scription, it  must  have  been  satisfactory  to  those  most 
concerned. 

DISTEICT  iS^O.  7. 

Prudential  committee,  Hiram  L.  Wilson.  Amount  of 
money,  §63.84.  Summer  term,  5  weeks,  5  scholars ;  win- 
ter term,  10  weeks,  8  scholars. 

Both  terms  were  under  the  care  of  one  of  our  most 
experienced  teachers,  and  showed  good  improvement. 
Scholars  from  out  of  town  added  to  the  size  and  interest 
of  the  winter  school.  The  winter  term  here,  as  in  ISo.  6, 
was  extended  two  weeks  by  private  subscription. 

DISTRICT  XO.  8. 

Prudential  committee,  J.  P.  Briggs.  Amount  of 
money,  §462.94.  Summer  term,  10  weeks, —  Grammar, 
22  scholars ;  Primary,  21  scholars.  Fall  term,  9  weeks,  — 
Grammar,  25  scholars ;  Primary,  24  scholars.  "Winter 
term,  8  weeks,  —  Grammar,  25  scholars ;  Primary,  21 
scholars. 

In  the  Primary  Department  the  teacher  of  last  year 
continued  her  work,  and,  having  at  the  start  a  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  school,  went  forward  without  delay.  Great 
progress  has  been  made  in  all  studies,  while  the  careful 
training  in  beha^'ior  and  orderly  methods  of  work,  to- 
gether with  the  general  mental  development  aimed  at  by 
the  teacher,  are  an  inestimable  advantage  to  the  school. 
We  hope  this  teacher  may  be  retained. 

In  the  Grammar  Department,  also,  the  year  began 
under  our  former  teacher,  and  the  summer  term  was  a

continuation  of  last  year's  work,  showing  the  same  thor- 
ough, careful  training.  Rarely  do  v/e  see  greater  har- 
mony between  teacher  and  scholars.  Returning  in  the 
fall  after  a  severe  sickness,  the  teacher's  strength  proved 
unequal  to  all  that  she  wished  to  do,  though  we  found 
good  progress  in  all  departments.  To  the  sorrow  of 
parents  and  scholars  alike,  failing  health  forced  the  teacher 
to  leave  us  at  the  close  of  this  term,  after  five  terms  of 
work  rarely  equaled  in  their  results.  Her  successor  of 
the  winter  was  a  member  of  our  State  I^ormal  School, 
and  a  teacher  of  experience,  who  possessed  excellent 
methods  combined  with  an  entire  devotion  to  the  work  in 
hand.  After  a  change  of  teachers  in  a  school  like  this, 
it  takes  some  time  to  get  everything  into  running  order 
again,  and,  as  the  term  was  short,  it  left  but  little  time  for 
efiective  work.  The  school  received  some  additions  to  its 
membership,  which,  we  are  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  say, 
proved  a  source  of  annoyance,  greatly  impeding  the  work 
of  the  term.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  teacher  was  in  any 
way  responsible  for  this,  but  wish  to  heartily  commend 
her  patience,  firmness,  and  energy.  At  examination  we 
found  a  remarkable  degree  of  improvement,  while  the 
work  done  was  thorough,  and  in  every  way  excellent. 

We  never  saw  these  two  schools  appear  better  than  at 
the  last  examination,  and  believe  that  one  of  this  year's 
teachers  ought  to  be  retained  in  this  room.  There  is  a 
great  deal  of  ability  in  this  school,  and,  in. the  main,  it  is 
a  very  pleasant  one.  Parents  here  need  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  uphold  th<e  discipline  of  the  school,  else  its  use- 
fulness may  be  greatly  impaired. 

DISTRICT  ]^0.  9. 

Prudential  committee,  B.  F.  Baker.  Amount  of  money, 
$80.30.  Summer  term,  8  weeks,  19  scholars;  fall  term, 
7  weeks,  17  scholars;  winter  term,  9  weeks,  17  scholars. 

During  the  summer  this  school  had  a  teacher  of  expe- 
rience and  ability,  who  did  excellent  work  and  gave  uni- 
versal satisfaction. 

The  teacher  of  the  fall  term  lacked  experience,  but, 
considering  the  demands  that  this  school  makes  on  a 
teacher,  most  of  the  classes  appeared  well. 
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The  winter  examination  showed  a  good  knowledge  of 
studies  in  most  branches.  It  was  a  young  teacher's  first 
term,  but  showed,  on  his  part,  many  points  of  excellence 
as  an  instructor,  and  gave  the  promise  of  wide  usefulness 
in  future.  This  school  is  one  of  the  hardest  in  town  as 
to  amount  of  work  required,  there  being,  of  necessity, 
many  classes  including  scholars  of  greatly  differing  ages, 
while  the  crowded  condition  of  the  school-room  renders 
it  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  keep  an  orderly  room. 
In  estimating  the  work  of  any  term  these  things  should  be 
considered. 

DISTRICT  1^0.  10. 

Prudential  committee,  Alfred  S.  Eobbins.  Amount  of 
"money,  |48.59.    Fall  term,  6  weeks,  10  scholars. 

As  usual,  this  school  has  been  under  the  care  of  the 
Goffstown  Superintending  School  Committee,  except  in 
the  fall  term.  "We  find  here  a  bright,  lively  set  of  schol- 
ars, calculated  to  try  a  teacher  in  many  ways.  The 
teacher,  while  possessing  good  educational  qualifications^ 
lacks  the  breadth  of  experience  needed  in  so  hard  a  place. 
Still  we  heard  very  good  recitations  from  some  classes. 

DISTRICT  :^0,  11. 

Prudential  committee,  David  Dennison.  Amount  of 
money,  180.20.  Summer  term,  8  weeks,  7  scholars;  win- 
ter term,  12  weeks,  12  scholars. 

The  summer  term  showed  interest  and  progress  in  all 
classes  heard^  revealing  a  good  degree  of  ability  in  the 
teacher,  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  scholars. 

The  teacher  of  the  winter  term  was  a  lady  of  very 
superior  mental  attainments,  and  spared  no  pains  to  make 
her  work  successful.  The  school  passed  a  most  successful 
examination,  showing  a  clear  and  correct  knowledge  im- 
possible under  less  careful  training.  There  are  some  very 
promising  scholars  here. 

DISTRICT  JSTO.  12. 

Prudential   committee,  S.  L.  Harden.     Amount  of 
money,  $40.16.    Summer  term,  7  weeks,  6  scholars  ;  fall 
term,  6.2  weeks,  9  scholars. 
"We  found  an  interesting  8chool,composed  mostly  of  small 
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scliolars,  and,  in  the  summer,  a  young  teacher,  possess- 
ing many  elements  of  success.  Earnest,  painstaking  work 
was  evident  at  examination,  and  also  good  results.  Some 
classes  appeared  noticeably  well. 

Sickness  prevented  our  attendance  at  the  fall  examina- 
tion ;  but  our  knowledge  of  the  exceptionally  high  qualifi- 
cations of  the  teacher,  together  with  her  uniform  success 
in  the  past,  leaves  no  room  to  doubt  that  the  term  was  a 
profitable  one. 

DISTRICT  1^0.  13. 

Prudential  committee,  J.  P.  Todd.  Amount  of  money 
$97.97.  Summer  term,  7  week's,  9  scholars  ;  winter  term, 
1 1  weeks,  12  scholars. 

This  school  was  under  the  care  of  a  young  lady  of  the 
district  throughout  the  year,  and  was  her  first  effort  as  a 
teacher. 

The  summer  school  was  composed  mostly  of  small 
scholars,  though  we  found  some  advanced  classes.  Exam- 
ination showed  that  excellent  methods  had  been  used,  and 
the  school  carefully  trained  in  studies,  with  good  results. 

The  winter  brought  a  number  of  larger  scholars,  form- 
ing more  advanced  classes,  and  greatly  increasing  the 
teacher's  cares.  It  ranks  among  the  hardest  of  our  winter 
schools,  as  to  amount  of  work,  and  needs  an  experienced 
teacher.  Earnest  work  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  was 
plainly  evident,  and  many  of  the  classes  appeared  well. 
This  teacher  has  many  excellent  ideas,  and  will  excel,  we 
think,  in  some  departments  of  school  work. 

DISTRICT  Is^O.  14. 

Prudential  committee,  J.  M.  Waldo.  Amount  of 
money,  $51.75.    Winter  term,  12  weeks,  4  scliolars. 

This  school  is  the  smallest  one  in  town,  and  less  likely 
to  be  interesting  for  that  reason.  The  teacher  was  a 
conscientious  worker,  and  the  results  achieved  were  satis- 
factory, we  think,  to  those  most  concerned. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15. 

Prudential  committee,  D.G.  Smith.  Amount  of  money, 
$67.77.    Summer  term,  7  weeks,  5  scholars;  fall  term, 
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6  weeks,  12  scholars ;  winter  term,  10  weeks,  10  scholars. 

The  teacher  of  the  summer  term  was  a  beginner,  pos- 
sessing high  educational  qualifications,  and  ambitious  to 
excel.    We  found,  in  the  main,  a  good  term's  work. 

The  fall  term  by  the  same  teacher  was  a  decided  im- 
provement on  the  summer,  and  reflected  much  credit  on 
one  so  young.  We  believe  this  teacher  will  rank  very 
high  in  the  future. 

The  teacher  of  the  winter  was  just  the  one  for  the  place, 
doing  a  filie  term's  work  in  a  diflicult  school.  She  was 
experienced,  in  every  way  well  equipped,  and  had  no 
thought  but  for  the  welfare  of  her  school,  while  she  gained 
to  a  remarkable  degree  the  good-will  and  cooperation  of 
her  scholars,  who  gave  her  a  handsome  present  at  the 
close  of  the  term.  &reat  improvement  was  manifest,  both 
in  studies  and  in  the  general  appearance  of  the  school. 
Committees  in  want  of  a  teacher  for  a  difficult  place  will 
do  well  to  secure  this  one. 

DISTRICT  ^0.  16. 

Prudential  committee,  E".  J.  Wilson.  Amount  of 
money,  $108.51.  Summer  term,  10  weeks,  14  scholars  ; 
winter  term,  9  weeks,  14  scholars. 

The  summer, term  was  a  pleasant  one,  and  we  found 
quite  a  good  degree  of  progress.  The  examination  exer- 
cises were  gotten  up  with  great  care,  showing  much  taste 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  and  older  scholars. 

The  teacher  of  the  winter  term  was  young,  and  had  no 
experience.  She  was  willing  to  work,  and  did  her  best; 
but  the  results  were  not  what  we  could  wish,  though 
some  of  the  younger  ones  made  good  progress. 

DISTRICT  1^0.  17. 

This  school  has  been  under  the  care  of  the  Weare  su- 
perintendent as  usual.  At  the  time  of  closing  our  report 
we  have  received  no  answer  to  a  letter  of  inquiry,  and 
cannot  report  in  detail.  The  amount  of  money  received 
from  this  town  by  the  school  was  $37.06.

NEW  BOSTON  CEMETERY 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1885. 


In  rendering  the  annual  report  of  tlie  cemetery,  we 
have  but  little  to  bring  to  your  attention  except  the  re- 
port of  the  superintendent,  calling  up  to  our  minds  once 
more  those  whose  earthly  forms  have  the  past  year  found 
their  resting-place  in  this  sacred  spot.  Beyond  the  usual 
labor  in  the  yard  bestowed  on  family  lots,  there  has  been 
-  no  change  except  the  sale,  last  autumn,  of  the  Robert 
Whipple  buildings,  to  be  moved  from  the  grounds  on  or 
before  May  20,  1885.  After  their  removal,  the  grounds 
will  be  put  in  order  to  correspond  with  the  rest  of  the 
cemetery,  and  to  be  available  as  may  be  wanted. 

We  notice  continued  improvement  in  care  of  lots  and 
tasty  and  substantial  monuments  each  year,  and  hope 
that  every  year  will  show  an  ever  increasing  interest  to 
beautify  and  adorn  these  grounds.  JSTo  time  during  the 
long  continued  drouth  last  season  was  there  any  lessen- 
ing of  the  supply  of  water  in  the  fountain. 

Thankful  that  it  has  been  a  year  of  light  mortality  in 
our  town,  we  abstain  from  extended  remarks  and  submit 
the  report  of  the  superintendent.
